On the face of it, it would seem likely that amalgamation might result 
in some immediate savings, even though they might not be impressive, but 
even if the savings were comparatively small, the indirect savings -which 
naturally accompany increased efficiency make the proposal sufficiently 
attractive to warrant at least further investigation. 

In some quarters suggestions are made that the government of an 
amalgamated territory comprising the three prairie provinces would in- 
crease the prestige of the prairies in the realm of Dominion affaiys and 
would. ensure for the West a more potent voice in shaping national policies 
but this conclusion is open to debate, It can be taken for granted that 
tariffe,-for instance, will continue to be framed largely to suit industry in 
the East just so long as the East has the dominant voting power in the 
national legislative assembly.
